— Emperor 
Nicholas Issued aa imperial manifesto 
anuouBciag the appointment of Count 
Witte as minister president of Russia 
and granting civic liberties to the peo- 
ple. The following ia tbe text of the 
Imperial manifesto. 

“We, Nicholas the Second, by the 
grace of Ood emperor and autocrat of 
all tbe Russias. grand duke of Finland, 
etc, declare to nil our faithful sub- 
jaclB that the troubles and agitation 
la oar eaalts.tfl and in aunMroua ather 
places fill our heart with excessive 
pain and scmtow. T-he happiness of 
the Russian sovereign is indissolubly 
bound up with the happiness of our 
peop'e and the sorrow of our people 
la tbe sorrow of the sovereign. From 
the present disorders may arise great 
national disruption. They menace the 
Integrity and unity of our empire. 

"The supreme duty imposed upon 
on by our sovereign office requires us 
U> efface ourselves to use all the force 
and reason at our command to hasten 
in securing the unity and co-ordination 
of the power of the central govern- 
ment and to assure the success of 
measures for paclfiication in all cir- 
cles of public Ufe, which are essential 
ta the well being of our people. 

“We therefore direct our govern- 
meat to carry out our inflexible will 
in the following manner: 

“Flrnt — To extend U> the population 
the immutable foundations of civic 
liberty, based on the real inviolabUlty 
of person, freedom of conscience, 
speech, union and aasociation. 

"Second — Without suspending the 
already ordered elections to the state 
douma, to Invite to participation in 
the douma, so far as the limited time 
before the convocation of the ,douma 
will permit, those classes of the pop- 
ulation now oompletely deprived of 
electoral rights, leaving the ultimate 
development of the principle ot the 
eiectoiaJ right in general to the newly 
entabllshed legisiativc order oi things, 
“Third — To establish aa an un- 
ahangeable rule that no law ahall be 
enfordble without tbe approval of the 
state douma and that it shall be pos- 
sible for the eieeted of the people to 
SBercise rgal partieipatkm In the su- 
pprvieibn of 4he legality of the acU of 
the authorities appointed by im 
“We appral* to all faithful mna of 
Russia to remember their duty toward 
the fatherland, - to' aid in terminating 
these unprecedented troubles and to 
apply their forces. In cooperation 
with us, to the restoration of calm and 
peace upon our natal so4L 
“Given at Peterhof, October 30, in 
the eleventh year of our reign. 

“NICHOLAS.” 

Oount Witte Inscribed a note to the 
emperor which is to be taken for a 
gftide. In It he says: 

“Tour majesty has deigned to indi- 
cate to me directions for a government 
la consideiution of the actual state of 
Ratsia. 

“The problem ensuing consists in 
the establishment of legislative forms 
Memiag to guarantee the benefits of 
dvil. political and economical liberty. 
These benefits shouJd be extended to 
the masses of the peo{^e under the re- 
^rves safeguarding the laws in all 
cIvIHzed eouatries. 

“It most be realized, then, tkat tbeee 
(Ejecta eaa not be maintained imme- 
diately as no government could sud- 
denly prepare 135.000,000 men with a 
vast administration for new liberties. 
It Is therefore necessary to have the 
powers of a ho mo geneous government 
uBited in its alma, taking care to put 
In pracUoa the atimulatiag prindples 
of liberty and to display sincerity and 
■prightnem ia Its intentions." 

“The government should abstain 
from any Interference with electtoDS 
ta the douma and keep In view my 
sincere desire for the realizaUon of 
the nkaie of December 25, 1904. It 
must BsaJatain the preelige of the 
douma aad have oohfldence in its Isr 
bom, aad la no way resist iu decis- 
ion so loaf as they are not incon-
